Similar To Tropies 


“In 12,500 years climatic condi- 
tions at the north pole will be tem- 
perate and semi-tropical, due to the 
inclination of the earth’s axis.” This 
statement was made by James Ed- 
monds, demonstrating the movements 

in the solar system and the causes 
of tidal action before the astronomy 
in college hall last Wednes_ 
day. 

The star Vega in the constellation 
of Lyra, will be in the place of the 
pole star within 12,500 years, Mr. 
Edmonds declared. He estimated that 
atter the melting of the great ice 
fields enough coal will be found 
there to supply the United States for 
5,300 years. 


Mr. Edmonds illustrated the move- 
ments of the sun, moon and earth, 
tidal action, and eclipses with a ma- 
chine invented by Robert Newton 
Matlick, called the telleriun. The in- 
strument was only perfected after 
years of experimentation, said the 


lecturer. 

Sun, moon and earth were illus- 
trated by balls made in the exact 
proportion. The moon and earth re- 
volved about the sun with the moon 
traveling around the earth.

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C. H. Robinson Points Out Difficulties 


Of Matriculation At Conference 


The failure of students to meet the 
equipments of their majors and to 
follow, in their undergraduate work, 
the regulations necessary for upper 
class work, iS responsible for the dif- 
ficulties encountered by _ students 
seeking junior standing in the larger 
universities, according to C. H. Rob- 
examiner from U. C. L. A. 
Robison was one of the speakers at 
the meeting of the Pacific Coast As- 
sociation of Collegiate Registrars 
held November 19 and 20, at River- 
side and Claremont. 

According to Mr. Robison, the fol- 
lowing are the reasons for the fail- 
ure of junior college students to re- 
ceive full credit for all units of work 


taken when freshmen and_ sopho- 
mores: 
1. Students change their  objec- 


tives after they enter a university so 
that they have not fulfilled the re- 
quirements for their new objective. 

2. Students do not follow regula- 
tions in that they are not allowed, in 
larger colleges, to carry more than 
16 units unless they have a B aver- 
age. 

3. Students, when they enter as a 
junior in the university, have more 
credits than the maximum number 
allcwable. Therefore they lost credit 
for some work taken as a lower class- 
man. 

4. No credit is given: by universi- 
ties for chorus ‘or for diploma 
courses. This is often misunderstocd 
by students. Credit is given for gym. 

Dean Charles J .Booth, of Chaf- 
fey junior college, plead for allowing 
those who have a Junior Certificate 
to be admitted to juniot~standing, 
regardless of whether they have ful- 


filled all requirements. The majority | 


of those present seemed to favor this 
proposition.
